The college, It seems to us, has been wise In hang- 
ing on to Its defaulted loan portfolios rather than 
turning them , over to the federal government. That 
, way,'CSI at least gets to keep a hl^er proportion of 
, , what Is finally obtained. 

• This Is sound fiscal management — as long as the 
' collection rate stays up. Breause of CSI’s policy to 
; hold-, onto, the loan, the school Is Incurring a 
" somewhat higher than average default rate - and 

■ losing money as a result. 

But with a faltering economy, the college’s rate of 
default has probably Increased. At this point, says 
. the school, some.275 loans are In default, and halt of 
them are more than five years old. The total Js about 
: 590,000, not a bad hunk of change these days. 

As with other loans, we suspect the collection rate 
would be somewhat higher If local student borrowers, 

■ many of whom are from this valley, knew their 
names would be published If they didn’t pay. 

There are pros and cons of leaning harder on stu- 
. dent defaults. Some may simply not be able to pay . 

Nonetheless, a college education today Is no gift 
, and'students who'atfehd CSI should pay for their 
educations, just like the rest of us have had to.

“In 
the U.S.S.U. we do not tell a patient if he has 
cancer. Many times we treat people like 
they are children to be protected.” It was 
clear that Andre approved. 

During the next week, I asked other 
Soviets. Including two doctors, whclhersuch 
withholding was common. Yes, I was told of 
course, It was for the good of the patient 
who might give up hope upon hearing such a 
forbidding word. Even a refusenik, a doctor 
In a local clinic who was opposed to so much 


In Ihe system, agreed with this procedure 
When I explained that, for the most part, 

- American doctors now shared this Informa*- 
Uon with the patient, she shook her head, “I 
thinkthaliscrucl." 

So. when Chernobyl melled down and 
spewed out, it was no surprise that Swedes 
had to make the diagnosis with Ihclrown 
Geiger counters. Europeans', furlousat 
Soviet radiation crossing their frontiers 
without a visa, were even angrier that It 
came without warning. They chalked It up to 
the Soviet mania for covering up mistakes. 
But 1 think it goes deeper than that, 
straight to the belief that Ihestaleshould 
treat people "like they are children to be 
protected.'' 

Openness is hardly a given In the United 
States. The management at Three Mile • 
Island did not choose to broadcast its acci- 
dent in exquisite and immediate detail. But 
in the Soviet Union, press and politicians 
have the same employer as the plant 
manager, They arc part of the stale’s con- 


tract. 

■ In return for giving up political will. Ihe 
Soviet people arc promised security. The 
slate tries to deliver it. even when it has to 
be wrapped in lies, the lies that are told 
when a terrible truth is withheld. 

The Soviet doctors that I met did not hesi- 
tate to tell Ihelr patients If they had a 
broken leg or the flu. The leaders, at least In 
• this new "open" Gorbachev era, talk more 
freely about factory flaws and five-year-plan 
flops. They talk about what they can cure It 
Is only when confronted with something 
lethal that they revert to the protection - 
racket. The Impulse to shelter people from 
worry. In fact shelters the authorities from 
being confronted with thelrown Impotence 
the broken contract. ’ 

What do we do In contrast? That same 
afternoon. Andre said, shaking his head In 
bewilderment, "You say, here Is the Infor- 
mation. Now. you are on your own." There is 
truth In that. 

Americans are often overwhelmed by In- 


formation. We suffer a glut of'dlsasters. one 
following the other like headlines, 

Nighlllnes, all carrying the same weight. 
Tylenol and terrorism, astronauts and AIDS. 

We arc spared few details of disaster and 

disease. 

Americans are not promised protection 
But we are gken the information to demand

. reduction Is part of a package of cuts proposed by the 
PUC staff. r 

If adopted, the staff-recomrdended cuts for Valmy II' 
Investments, power supply costs and earnings would 
force Idaho Power to take a $2.6 million rate i^ucUon, 
rather than an Increase. 

. “I compared them to the Industry group to come up 
with a 12.5-percent rate of return to Investors," said 
PUC staff member Terri Oarlock, whose analysis forms- 
the basis for the earnings cut. 

Carlock was one of several PUC witnesses cross-ex; 
amlned during last week's rate hearings In Twin Falls. ' 
Because IPC did not invest In nuclear plants, Carlock 
said, the utility Is viewed as an attractive and stable 
Investment' by many analysts. Last year, she said, the 
company’s stock split Iwo-for-one. Over the past few 
years stockholders have also enjoyed steadily increasing 
returns on their investment, she added.

TWIN FALLS - The Twin Falls 
Board of County Commissioners will 
appoint an 11-member panel- to 
assess whether Magic Valley 
Regional Medical Center should be 
transferred away from county con- 
trol. county officials announced on 
Monday. 

Twin Falls County Commissioner 
Judy Fellon said the commissioners 
want to make a decision by Aug. 1 on 
whether or not to transfer the 
hospital to a non-profit corporotlon. 

Under new legislation, written and 
pushed by MVRMC and the Twin 
Falls County commissioners, coun- 
ty-owned hospitals may be restruc- 
tured into non-profit corporations 
that could compete- In the health- 
care market. The legislation allowed 
transfer to occur without a vote of 
the people. 

At MVRMC's board meeting Mon- 
day night, Felton said the 11- 
member panel would operate as. an 
Independent study group and make a 
recommcdatlon to the commis- 
sioners. She said commissioners will 
make the names public -by next 
week.- 

"The goal of this group Is lo 
research and .answer . all issues 
relating to the legislation and this 
Kneclflg hnsoital." Fcllon said. "The 


real test Is how this legislation 
would be used within the communi- 
ty.” ' - 

She said the group would be com- 
posed of members of the legal, 


business, medical, and . banking 
cpmmunUles, along with repre- ’ 
sentatlvcs from the hospital.' 

"We want them to look at what ' 
impact It would have on the business 
community, along with the medical 
community,” she said.

However it's done, ft‘s done lots: Oreo choco- 
late sandwich cookies arc the world's top sell- 
ing cookies — more than lOO billion have been 
sold since they were Inlroduccd 75 years ago, 
according, to .the.. Guinness Book of World 
' Records. . ‘ ' 

Noting the anniversary. Nabisco Brands Inc, 
is taking the opportuollf-^tBr.provlde roost of 
the Informattooia^'AMB^ possibly want 
about tw^les^i^^^'' .

But Orcos arc more famous, and by far bet- 
ter sellers. 

If all the Oreo cookies that were ever eaten 
were piled one on top of the other, they would 


reach to the moon and back twice; if placed 
side by side, they’d circle ihc equator 130 
times, Nabisco says. 

The cookies arc sold in 25 countries, and 
about $1 of every $10 spent on cookies In 
American grocery stores is spent on Orcos, the 
company says. 

Nabisco says it has been forgolten where the 
Oreo name came from, but among the theories 
Is that company executives just liked the sound 
of it. 

Another Is that the name may be derived 
from the French word for gold, or. The original 
label. had. Ihc.producl name In gold, with gold 
scrollwork, the company says. ' 

In 1975. Nabisco introduced Double Sluf 
Orcos, which have a double dollop of cream In 
the middle. That cookie now is the filth best- 
selling cookie in the country, the company 
says. 

Two years ago. a mint-flavored version was 
brought out. 

"It’s a very good brand franchise. By expan- 
ding the line, they may have brought some ad- 
ditional consumers Into the market,"' .said 
George Plcrldcs, an analyst wllh Standard & 
Poor’s Corp. Other flavors could come follow, 
he said. 


Nabisco, based In Parsippany,- N.J., declines 
to detail Oreo's sales trend In recent years. 
Sunshine Biscuits also won't provide such, 
numbers. The American Bakers Association in 
Wnshinglon and the Milling and Banking News 
say they don’t have the figures. 

Bulcompctllion has been heating up. 

In April, Sunshine Biscuits inlroduccd 
Hydrox Doubles, which contain extra cream
